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DEED AND DECLARATION OF TRUST. 



Whereas, Through the benevolence of certain friends of the 
public charity founded and maintained by and represented in The 
Homceopathic Medical and Sui^ical Hospital and Dispensary of 
Pittsburgh, gifts of money have been devised and contributed 
towards and for an Endowment Fund, by the intent and purpose 
of which gifts there was imparted to the same a trust character, 
demanding the perpetual preservation and security of the same, 
free and clear from any control, or use, or the liability of said 
gifts, otherwise than that the income thereof should be and remain 
a permanent source and means of support of the said charity ; and

Thirty-third annual report 

EXIECXJTIVE COn>Il>criTTEE, 

YEAR ENDING MARCH 31, 1899. 



To the Trudeev and Corporaiora : 

It hardly seeme possible that we have completed a third of a 
ceotiiry since the good work of this institation was began ; yet 
such is the fact. As the Fides Aohatea of the trio of pioneers who 
had faith in the liberality and justice of this community, and 
launched this institution upon its career of usefulness, your 
Chairman was ^miliar with its early struggles. 

Of the three who were most active during this initial period, 
Doctors Cot^, Hofmaun and Burgher, the latter is still in active 
interest, and remains the honored President of the Medical Board. 

The history of the Hospital naturally divides itself into two 
periods : that of the old Hospital, extending over a period of 
sixteen years, which did good worJt with its equipment of thirty- 
five beds, and this present structure, having about two hundred 
beds, which has been in operation for fifteen years. 

The interruption of two years — from 1882 to 1884 — was the 
time taken to build the new Hospital, although there was no break 
in the Dispensary service, which preserves for us the record of 
thirty-three years of continuous work. 

In the sixteen years of the old Hospital there were treated 4,483 
patients, with a mortality of Syjir per cent. In the fifteen years 
of the new Hospital there were treated 19,900 patients, with a 
mortality of 6,^ per cent. (The average mortality in similar 
institutions is 9 per cent.) Even this small mortality would be 
still less but for numerous coroner's cases, as appears in the report 
of the Medical Board. 
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We liave therefore taken care of 24,383 sick and injured people, 
moBt of them poor folk, and the record is that 1,544, an average 
of 6 per cent., have had their last hours made comfortable, while 
22,839 have been nursed back to health. Kor is this the whole 
work accomplished by the institution. During the continuance of 
the"oM Hospital" there were 151,621 attendances of out-patients 
at the Dispensary, to which we must add 153,611 from that time 
to the present date, making a total of 329,692 applications for 
treatment at our Dispensaries since the Hospital was founded, and 
all of this witliout charge. 

The total cost for this great work for humanity was 8837,370.42. 

This is, in brief summary, what has been done for the sick and 
injured people of this great community by the Pittsburgh Homte- 
opathic Hospital and Dispensary since its organization in 1866, 

HEPORT OF THE YEAH. 

The present year continues the good work. 

There were admitted and under treatment during the year 1,880 
patients, which exceeds our largest record by one patient. Of this 
number 1,565 were charity patients and 315 were paying patients, 
which indicates that if the prime object in founding this institu- 
tion was the care of the sick and injured poor, it has certainly 
fulfilled its mission. 

The number of Hospital days was 31,960, with an average resi- 
dence iu the Hospital of 17 days for each patient. 

The total cost of maintaining the Hospital was $46,815, this 
amount including also repairs, furnishing, and interest account. 
Less receipts from Dispensaries ($1,479.89) and nurses' earnings, 
the net cost of the institution for the year was $44,336.17. 

At this rate, the cost of maintenance per diem was $1.39. 

It will be agreeable to know that we have cut down the expense 
some $6,000 as compared with the previous year. 

DISPENSARY DEPARTMENT. 

The Dispensary Department has done splendid work during the 
year. 

In the General Dispensary there were 10,880 prescriptions 
issued, and 5,205 surgical dressings and minor surgical operations 
done. 

At the Eye and Ear Dispeusary there were 3,879 applications 
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for treatment, making a total of 19,464 attendances at our Dispen- 
sary Department. 

Dr. H. S. Nioholsoa lias succeeded Dr. Moreland as Chief of the 
General Dispensary Staff. 

THE ladies' association. 

This has been a great year of activity in our Auxiliary Associa- 
tion of Latlies. The Hospital has been visited most faithfully, 
many delicacies have been furnished to the sick, and clothing bas 
been supplied to many. 

To further aid in continuing our work, the ladies are now most 
busily engaged in preparations for a series of entertainments and a 
fair at the hospitable mansion of Mr. S. Jarvis Adams. All signs 
point to a splendid success, which will l>e good news to our 
creditors. 

FRUIT AND PU>WEHS. 

Your Committee wish to make grateful acknowledgment to the 
ladies of the Fruit and Flower Charity, a truly beautiful mission, 
for their welcome visitations to our wards. 

TRAINING SCHOOI^. 

This year inaugurates an advance in our Nurses' Training 
School. On October 1st began the new regime, namely, a three- 
years' course of study and instruction. This will make better 
nurses, be an advantage to our Hospital service, and will enable us 
to send more nurses out on private duty. The increasing surgical 
work in our Hospital made necessary the addition of six nurses to 
the corps, making thirty-six altogether. 

The reports of the Superintendent, Miss Giles, and the Dean of 
the Lecture Faculty, Dr. Willard, will give further details. 

Upon recommendation of the Superintendent and Lecture 
Faculty, the diploma of the school will be awarded to the follow- 
ing graduates: Maria Jean Milliken, Maude Findley McAuley, 
Mary Edith Sawhill, Mary Emma CofEn, Virginia Blanche Mel- 
lon, Frances L. Johnson Minnis, Alice Dorothea Agnew, Margaret 
Irene MacKown,- Ella Mabel Thompson, Rachel Eleanor Bole, 
Sayres Louise Milliken, Harriet Marie Browne, Achsati Leila 
Jones, Sarah McOlure Crawford.

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FOURTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 

SuDerinlendenl of Trainina School for Nurses, 



To the Executive CommiUee t 

At the close of the first quarter century of the era of Trained 
Nurses, we find ourselvea full of interest in the advancement of 
the most ennobling vocation of woman. 

We have endeavored to place our School in the tine of advance- 
ment and progress. In October the three years course was 
adopted, with three months as a probationary period, and under 
these circumstances it was necessary to iacrease the number of 
pupils from thirty to thirty-six. 

These were most imi>ortant changes, and while the course is 
still in its infancy, we are confident of the good result. 

It will mean better service, more thorough training, increase of 
funds, less sickness and no greater expense to the Hospital. 

We have been given a much larger and better ventilated room 
for a nurses' parlor, aud we are most grateful for this added 
comfort. 

In behalf of the School we thank the Executive Committee for 
a new and most complete manakin, which was presented to us in 
February of this year. 

We wonid acknowledge the thoughtfulness of our friends who 
so kindly sent as tickets for entertainments and outings, which 
gave much pleasure to the nurses. 
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Twelve of our graduates respooded to the call from our country 
to go out and nurse the sick eoldierB. 

We report two marriages aad two deaths among the graduates 
of the School. 

Four applications have been received for nurses to £U hospital 
positions. Only two of these were supplied. 

Since our last report we have received 161 applications for 
admission to the School. 

Of the 26 who were admitted on probation, 14 were accepted 
and four are still on probationary term. 

208 calls for nurses outside the Hospital have been received; Idl 
were responded to by graduates, 40 could not be supplied, and 17 
were supplied by pupils in the School. 

For this latter service, and with the private work inside the 
house, the Hospital has received fl,116.6I. 

40 lectures have been delivered by the &cnlty during the year, 
and Miss Morrison has given her usual course in massage.

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You will notice that the deficit, which on March 31, 1S95, was 
$33,410.67, has gradually increased until at tlie end of last year it 
was $37,654.93. Much of this had been really owing for several 
years, aud our friends who had stood by us all that time and had 
supplied the daily bread and meat for our patients were in need of 
their money. The Trustees met to devise some plan for relief, 
and ten gentlemen agreed to endorse the Hospital notes to the 
amount of $10,000, The FreeideDtand Treasurer were thereupon 
authorized and directed to issue, on behalf of the Hnspital, five 
notes for $2,000 each, two of the aforementioned gentlemen 
becoming endorsers on each note. These were discounted in bank, 
and the proceeds together with a note of the Hospital for $5,000, 
which was at the eame time directed to be issued, were used to make 
payments on account where most needed. 

As staled previously, these notes are now reduced to $10,300, 
and we hope during the coming year to make further substantial 
reduction in this amount. 

We applied to the State Legislature for an appropriation of 
$108,86S.46, covering the amount of our indebtedness and allow- 
ing $30,000 per annum for current expenses during the ensuing 
two years. I understand that all appropriations for benevolent 
and charitable institutions are being severely cut down, and we 
probably shall receive nothing toward the liquidation of our 
indebtedness, but we have strong hopes of receiving an appropria- 
tion of $25,000 per annum to aid in our running expenses, being 
the same amount we have received from the State annually during 
the past four or five years. 

Tins means a continuation of the stru^le which we have 
carried on for many years, but we are becoming accustomed to 
this, and perhaps it is best so. 

Our work is a good one, carried on to the best of our ability for 
the relief of eufiering humanity at our doors. In the thirty years 
or more of our past history we have been taken care of, though 
the way sometimes has seemed very dark and the prospect discour- 
aging. Let us therefore have faith and pursue the good work for 
which our Hospital is so well equipped, assured that somehow we 
will be supported. 
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' Our Endowment Fund, on which we found our hopes for entire 
or almost entire support at some future time, is steadily growing.

Such a fund as this should be the main reliance for support, with 
the aid which the charitably disposed in the community would 
year by year cheerfully give. We ought not to be compelled to 
appeal for aid to the Legislature, with all that implies, nor to go 
begging from unwilling donors. Neither should those who 
furnish us with supplies of all kinds be compelled to wait for 
mouths and years for payment. 

Could not the ground be laid for a large increase of this 
Endowment Fund ? We have among us many wealthy people 
who might be induced to provide in their wills for additions to 
this fund if properly approached on the subject. 

We may, and probably shall have to maintain a ceaseless 
struggle to keep this institution in operation during our time, but 
there seems to me a fair promise that not very far in the future the 
Endowment Fund will reach such proportions that the income 
therefrom will provide for almost all necessary expenditures. 

Let us hope that it may be so.

Ladies and Gentleuen : — I have the honor to herevitb 
submit to you the thirty-third annual report of the Medical Board, 
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being tbe report of the work done by the Board for the year 
ending March 31, 1899. You will learn from it that during the 
year there were treated in the Hospital 1,818 patients, of which 
number 96 were in the Hospital at the beginning of the year — 
remaioing over from last year. 1,725 palieots were admitted 
during the year, and there were 69 births in the Hospital. Of 
the total number treated 1280 were discharged cured, 329 
improved, 66 unimproved, 120 died and 86 remain. The death 
rate is 6.38 per cent. This is a little higher thaa last year. Six 
per cent, is not by any meaoe a high hospital death rate, but it 
is high for us. I saw recently the report of one of our Pittsburgh 
hospitals where the number treated during the year was but 614, 
or about one-third of ours, and their death rate was ten per cent, 
plus. I do not desire to appear before you each year on the role 
of apolt^ist for our death rate, but I must say that we of the 
Staff have always been proud of its low figure. This winter, as 
you know, the death rate was high all over the country, in con- 
secjuence of the intense and protracted cold weather, during which 
the " grim reaper" cut a very wide swath, especially in the ranks 
of the aged, the ill-nourished and the poorly housed, and, as you 
also know, it is from the ranks of these that our charity patienta 
come, 

Of the patients treated there were males 1,227, females 653; 
1,741 were white, 135 black and 2 yellow; 634 were married, 
1069 single, 152 widowed and the marital condition of 25 is 
unknown. There were 1,229 Protestants, G08 Catholics, 13 
Hebrews, 2 Heathen Chinese and the religious tenets of 28 were 
past finding out. The patients ages were as follows : Under 10 
years, 159 ; from 10 to 20 years, 238 ; from 20 to 30 years, 674 ; 
from 30 to 40 years, 437 ; from 40 to 50 years, 228 ; from 60 to 
60 years, 143; from 60 to 70 years, 72; over 70 years, 24; 
unknown, 10. Total, 1,880. 

The different nationalities were represented as follows: America, 
1,376; England, 79; Ireland, 154; Germany, 89; Wales, 20;

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ADDRESS BY REV. ROBERT W. GRANGE.

Mt. PrttidvM and FYUnds : 

We have listened with the deepest interset and pleuare to the report of the 
jear's work of the noble itutitutiou which 70U reprsBent. 

I am grateful for the privilegs sad opportunit; of Mjing some words of 
congratulation and encouragement to jou on this atmiversary. I feel ver/ 
stroDglj the close relationsiiip that exists between mj own calling as a minister 
of the Gospel and jour position as the leaden and helpers in this eplendid work 
for God and for humanitj. We are all ministers of the Goapel of Jeeus Christ, 
That Ooepel is the Gospel of Love ; and the highest expression of faith in that 
Gospel, and the trueet obedience and followlug of it lie in ministering to the 
bodice a< well as the sonla of onr fellow-men. No thooghtfnl Christian can look 
upon a work like this without being reminded that it is the result of the teaching 
of JeeuB Christ, and an earnest effort on the part of men to follow His blessed 
example. 

Let us refresh ourselves with a brief glance at the work of Him who was our 
great example. Let us look at the record of one Axj, one busy A».y in the 
human life of the Bon of Qod. It was a Sabbath day in Capernaum. In the 
morning He went into the synagogue, and the people were astounded as they 
listened to Him, for He taught His doctrine as one who had authority, and not 
as they were accustomed to hear the scribea speak. And when the service was 
over He cast out an unclean spirit from a poor man who had wandered into the 
synagogue. And when the people saw this work, and heard His quick command, 
thej cried out, ''What thing is this?" "What new doctrine is this?" They 
did not know that it was the doctrine of Love. From the synagogue He went 
down to a fisherman's cottage, the home of Peter and Andrew, by the shore. 
They told Him that "Peter's wife's mother lay sick of a fever," there. And He 
went in and took her by the hand, and lifted her up; "and immediately the 
fever left her, and she ministered unto them." But when the evening was come 
and the legal Sabbath was ended, then came the most wonderful scene In this 
memorable day in Capernaum. Let SL Paul tell it in his graphic way: "And 
at evening, when the sun did set, they brought unto Him all that were diseased, 
and them that were possessed of devils. And all the city was gathered together 
at the d6or. And He healed many that were sick of divers diseases, and cast out 
many devils." What happy hearts and happy homes there must have been in 
Capernaum that night. How the healed and their friends must have thanked 
their deliverer. How all who saw and all who heard must have praised and 
glorified God, and said: "A great prophet is risen np among us, and God baa 
visited His people." Could they doubt that He bad visited them in love 7 
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So Jesus came, leaching the Fatherhood of Ood and the Brotberbocd of Man, 
and the supreme law of Chaiitjr, which is Love in active operation. It was not 
so before He came. Since He came and spake ae never man spake before, and 
wrought as never man wrought before, the npirit of the world has changed 
mightjlj. Look at the phice that Charity actually holds in the world to-day. 
No rich man dare be utterly unmindful of it to-day. He gives', it may not be 
cheerfully or willingly done, but he gives. Public sentiment, the sentiment that 
has been awakened by Christianity compels him to it. The perennial stream of 
benefaction is being poured out. Every year it is growing larger and being 
made more efficient, thank Ood, in healing the hearts of poor humanity, and 
glorifying God, who through Christ inspired it all. Yes, the Hospital, the 
Asylum, and every truly charitable institution, of which the Christian world is 
full to-day, ia the direct resnlt of the teaching and the example of Jesus Christ, 
the Son of God. When one of the heroes of the faith of Christ, Gregory 
Nadzianzum, was preaching a funeral sermon over hia brother, the great St. 
Basil, he pointed towards the hospital Basil had built, and said, "Go forth a 
little ont of the city and see the new city, his treasury of G^Hness ; Ihe store- 
house of alms which he collected; see the place where disease is relieved by 
charity and skill ; where the poor leper finds at last a home- It was Basil who 
persnaded mao to care for others. It was Ba^I who taught them thus lo honor 
Christ." 

When Christ comes, as we believe He will, and we stand before Rim, the one 
condition of our entrance into the eternal glory with Him will be a faith that 
worked by love down here. All these things that seem greater in the eyes of 
men to-day, will dwindle into nothingness, and the one great question upon which 
shall hang the weal or woe of men will be, "Did the love of Christ constrain you? 
Did yon do works of mercy for His sake?" And this question will be asked 
because works of mercy are the only proof of that love which ia (he fulfilling of 
the law, and because they are within the power of all to do. In that day those 
who have with cold hearts sought only to use their fellows as step ping-stones to 
places of ease and wealth and power, and many a Dives who has spent all that 
God gave him on himself, shall call upon the rocks to fall upon them anil the 
hilts to cover them. And they, with many a cold professor of the outward part 
of the mere formalities of the Church of Christ, shall plead for recognition, and 
hear the voice say, "I never knew you; you did no works of love." But 
multitudes, the most of them perhaps with little learning, with liltle money, with 
lowly place, but who have done much for others because the love of Christ drew 
them, will be there in the presence of the Judge. "They who had shared their 
scanty meal with the hungry and their dreary home with the homeless one who 
had not where to lay his head ; they who sat patiently by the bed of the sufferer 
— bathed hia throbbing temples, and put the cup of cold water to hislipa, raised 
the pillow, gave the medicine, wrote the letter, prayed the prayer— these shall 
look up, for their redemption draweth nigh. And they shall see the smile on 
the Lord's face, and hear His words of welcome, "Come, ye blessed of my 
Father, receive the kingdom prepared for you from the foundation of the world. 
For I was hungered, and ye gave me meat ; I was thirsty, and ye gave me drink; 
I was a stranger, and ye took me in ; naked and ye clothed me ; I was sick, and 
ye visited me; I was in prison, and ye came unto me." Thank Qod, we who are 
here to-day hope these words will be spoken to us. For where can we find an 
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ioBlitutlon, M helpful to thai loviog Auth which hope* to hear the benediction 
of the Judge, as this Hoapital which to greatly inleretU o* to-dav. 

Mr. PretideQl, I am glad that it is the cuatomof youiBoard to iDTite mlniaters 
of the OoBpel to the annnal meeting!, and to aab them to apeak to joa, and those 
who are eapecisllj intereated Id thii work. Year after jear thej will probably 
tell over and over again, with little variation, the things jou have hMrd before, 
ai 1 have done to-daj. That ii the proTince of the preacher in aoy Ohriatian 
communitj — to remind his hearers of dutlea and privileges which thej have 
known from childhood, and to urge to the better doing of them every day. And 
■0 I believe it u good for you to be reminded of the high plane and the exalted 
position of your work, and to hear aome word of exbortaiioa. Will you pardon 
me if I exhort you in whose hands Ihit blessed work ia, never for a dajr to forget 
that Jeeus Christ is Its true inspiratioD, and that to Him are due gratitude and 
praise. May I urge you not to miss ila highest and truest meaning, and the 
promised blessing of Qod upon it and you, by taking the lower, the more 
hnmanitarian view of it. If you would have this work go to its fullfst 
accompliihment, and profit the souls as well ai the bodies of men, you must keep 
very close tothespirit of Jesns Christ with iL If always, while you minister to 
the weak and broken bodies of men, you make some sign that you are doing lliia 
in His Name, and after His blessed example, yoa will l>e preaching sermons 
greater iD power thsD the profoundest and most eloquent utterances of the pulpits 
and platforms. 

May Qod bless yoa and yonr work, you who minister, and all those who 
receive your ministration. May you taste of your reward even in the present 
time, the gratitude of those whom you have helped to heal, and the blessings of 
those whose closing hoars have been made peaceful and painless by your faithful 
miDiatry. It was the great Hc Jerome, himself, the founder of the earliest 
hospitals, near the lieginnlngof the Christian era, who said, "Never do I rememl>er 
to have read that he died an unhappy death who had freely done works of

It ig a self-eTident fact that we have moved from our old guwten, the Chapel 
of the HomiEopathic Hospital, to Ihia more commodious place. 

The large number of gradaatea and their frienda, the Oradaating Claia and 
their friends, and the frienda of the HospilaL required more room, and we hope 
no one will be diaappoiDted now on account of not being able to eecure seats, or 
even standing room, a« sometimes happened at onr Commencementa. 

We are Ter7 happ^ to see joa all here to-night at this onr Thirteenth Annual 
Commencement. 

The Qraduating Class desires me to thank joa, Mr. Uetodf, and the ExecutiTe 
Committee for your kindoess in securing this place- 
It has been the custom for me, as Dean of the Faculty, to give a short resume 
of the work done during the year. 

We have thought a short history of the Training School mi^t be of interest 
on this occasion, 

In the year 1885 this School was organiud by the EzecotWe Committee of the 
Hoepitul, the Chairnan, Br. J. H. McClelland, taking the most active part The 
Hospital had just started its new life. 

Of course, at that time we had old-fashioned nurses for the wards, and while 
they were as skillful and good as could be obtained, the work was unsatisfactory, 
for the new antiseptic system of treating wounds and operations needed greater 
skill and intelligence; so that the Hospital, after a few months of discourage- 
ment, organised this Training Bchool for Nurses. 

Our Srat Superintendent was Miss Tweed. The first class consisted of five 

The Lecture Faculty— Dr. Burgher, Dr. C. C- Binehart, Dr. J B. McClelland, 
Dr. B. W. McClelland, Dr. Childs, Dr, Miner, and Dr. WtUard— gave the lec- 
tures on the different subjects necessary for the nurses' education, while Miss 
Tomlinson gave instruction in massage. 

In this manner the School started on its prosperons life. 

MIbb Barrett, Miss Wright and Mlsa Lindley have been our Superintendents. 
The efficiency of Miss Wright (now Mrs. Morgan) tn training this School to such 
a high order of excellence needs no commendation. Her sucoeesor, Miss Lind- 
ley, was very faithful iu her work, but obliged to resign on account of impaired 
health. She has since recovered, and has been engaged in patriotic work in the 
hospitals during the late war with Spiun. 

Miss Qiles, our preeent Superintendent, is, we are happy to say, one of our own 
graduates— Class of 1890. 

Since the organisation of this School we have graduated 137 nurses, including 
the present class. We have had 4 deaths, 21 marriages. 

Seven have filled positions as enperintendents of other training schools. Our 
nurses have been scattered, in attending to their calling, all over the world, and 
it is with pleasure we can say that by their attention to patients they have 
obtained for this School a high order of character, not excelled by any other 
training school in this land. 

The past year has been one of prosperity. 
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The foarteen grkduates whom we present this evening hare bj their e; 
tiong showQ great proficiency, and, if it wili not creite a feeling of jealousy 
among our former classes, J would »bj their averse was unUBiially high. How- 
ever, the additioD of six new nurses during the past year gives them more time 
for study. 

I make this explanation so that joii may see the good results of % lai^r class 
and longer time — for we have adopted the three years' course aod three months' 
probation. It gives our pupil nurses more time for study, and, we think, with 
better resulls. 

The usual instructions havebeengivenby the Lecture Faculty of the preceding 
year. 

All the lecturers haveperformedthdrdntiesfaithfully, and Miss Morrison has 
given her valuable lime in instructing the class in massage. 

As you are aware, at our last Commencement all of the class, and, in fact, all 
our nurses, acting from purely patriotic motives, offered their services (through 
me, to the Department) to nurse the sick and wounded soldiers. At that time, 
neither tlie Medical Departments of the Army or Navy thought they would be 
needed, but soon the necessity for ontside help was felt, and Dr. McGee was 
authorized to enroll a number of female nurses, to serve in camps, hospitals, 
medical transports, etc. The nurses made application to her individually, and 
were appointed as needed. It is with pleasure we give the roll of honor of the 
nurses from this Training School. Tbey are Miss Laura Lindley (our former 
Superintendent), Miss Coulter, Mlsa Caughey, Miss Gallagher, MissMcEee. Miss 
Negley, Miss Hariiell, Aliss Hallock, Mrs. Harrah, Mrs. Sheasley, and Miss 

These nurses have served in various places, such as Jacksonville, Camp 
Thomis, Fortress Monroe, and some of them in this arduous work lost their 
health. This was so more especially with Miss Hartzell. Most of these are 
home now, but all served wherever they were sent in a manner highly credit- 
able to this School and beneficial to the soldiers, their patients. As we have heard 
individually,! know they endured many hardships, hut all trials ware borne 
without one word of complaint, and all are ready, if called again, to go at any 
time or to any place. 

I leave you, ladies and gentlemen, to appreciate this heroism.

YoUKO Ladies: — In the name of the Faculty of this School, I have the honor 
of saying the lasl ofBcial farewell to the class of 1S9S. I consider it not only an 
honor, but a pleiisure to meet you thus, and to say before the friends here 
assembled, that we, as a Faculty, are proud of you individually and collectively. 
Individually for the qualities you have shown, and collectively for the reason 
(hat you are the largest class that we have graduated from the School- 

And we express the hope that you will go forth to realiEe in your fulure 
-careers a full and beneficent fulfillment of the bright propiise given in the period 
of preparation jitst come to a close. 

Yon have listened to the eloquent address of the orator of the evening and te 
the good words of council and encouragement so aptly spoken by those who have 
preceded me on this platform. You hare been officially decorated with the badge 
of your new calling, and it only remains for me to add a word of felicitation and 
to congratulate yau upon the handaome manner in which you have completed the 
■course, making a record creditable both to yourselves and to all those connected 
with the institution. 
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It 0DI7 remain* to lay ft pwliDg word, to cMt a rapid glance over tb« liro 
jean ]an pasBed, and to leave joa with a few added image* to mingle with the 
memorin of thia cloBiDg scene In your training echool life. 

Two years ago joo entered upon the work, realiiing but vaguely the banlent, 
cares and respoDBibililiee iaeepantbly asBOciatcd with it, but imbued with the 
proper spirit, and a delermination to overcome all difficulties with which the 
way might be beeet. The weary rouods of the ward and sick room were before 
you, the long night vigile to wearing alilce to mind and frame, and the hours of 
thought and study to be devoted to the text book and lecture room. But happily 
the long novitiate is at an end, and to-night you are ready to enter upon the life 
of service for which you have made »uch long and fahhful preparation. 

Have you ever thought of the beauty and dignity of a life of service? You 
have only thought perhapa of the toil, the drudgery and the sacrilice. In such a 
life are cryBlalised all the higher and nobler elements of our complex being. 
The cenirul truth that pervade* ftll nature and animates Heaven itself is 
found in that one word — ministry. Fi«m the winds which in spriog-lime bear 
the seeds 10 the place of future growth to the work of the Maater, Himself, who 
said, "I come not to be ministered onto, but to minister," that all- pervading. 
principle is the same. 

And in this life of service, personality is not lost, nor ia there a sacrifice of 
personal independence. To be truly independent of mankind one must serve iL 
Even royalty glories in the motto, "leii ditn," For its highest development, 
self and self interest must he sscriGced and the greatest good of others made the 
controlling motive.

The soldier who responds to his country's call in time of need is actuated by 
an impulse so exalted that we love lo perpetuate the memory of it in the 
granite block or marbleshaft 

But there is a higher service still, and one which often requires a courage quite 
as true and great as that shown by the soldier upon the field of battle. It is that 
service the entrance to which is marked by the closing scenes of to-night. The 
blue and white striped messenger of healing will go withoat hesitation to the 
case of contagious disease, knowing foil well the dangers of such service and 
sometimes succumbing to the deadly influences by which she is surrounded, but 
from which she will not shrink. 

All honor to the women who are ready to make these sacrifices of health and, 
if need be, of life, and that without the stimulus of public recognition and public 
gratitude which the soldier knows full well are hi«. And what belter tribute to 
the patriotism and devotion of our nurses than the fact that twelve of them went 
to the front during the late war with Spain, while many not connected with 
this institution sre now doing good work in the far off Manilla. A scldler 
writing from the Pbillipines speaiu in glowing terms of the ministration of those 
who sacrificed much for duty's sake in that distant land. The letter closes with 
"tiod bless those noble women who are doing so much for our sick and injured." 

In fulfilling this mission we come very near the highest ideals of life, the 
tumnutnt ianun, so much sought after but so seldom attained. It comes next and 
nearest to that of the great Exemplar himself who set the standard so high that 
we can only look and follow from afar off. 
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1 this miDietry 7011 are helping Him work out His pleiu by helping Hia 
are iadistresg. YoaEu« doing your work whicli [bsIbo Elisworkias- 
fairly and truly as the angele, and may win a "weU done" as emphatic as that 
which welcomes an apostle to his rest or a martyr to his crown. The grandeur 
of the work should be a source of daily inapiration and a help over all the rough 
places of life. 

So it will be yours to radiate eunsbine and good cheer into the dark recesMS of 
life, and by so doing you will be adding greatly to the world's wealth of 
happiness. A merry laugh is said to be the cheapest of luxuries, and ia the 
opinion of that prince of wits, Chas. Lamb, one laugh is worlh a hundred groans 
in any state of the market. 

In the all too prevalent stale of hurry, worry and work, the mind turns for 
relaTation to that which pleases and diTerls, and especially ia this true when the 
unwelcome shadow of disease enters the home. 

Bemeinber that good humor is a commodity that is always in demand, and 
that the demand always exceeds the supply. 

Lincoln understood this ; and history is full of eiamples of the potency of wit. 
Many a strained situation has been relieved by a laugh creaUng diversion, and 
some one has said that the roar of laughter has done more to overcome error 
than the roar of battle. Shun that philosophy that looks only on the darker side 
of the picture, and would sum up human life by saying ils first utterance is a cry 
of pain, and ils last the groan of death. 

There ia enough of truth in this view to rob life of half of its pleasure were it 
not for the brighter tints that can and should be thrown upon the scene. 

It will be no small part of your mission to accomplish this among the sick and 
afflicted with whom your lot is caat, and by trying to understand belpfally and 
cheerfully their varied wants and hopes and fears, your place will always be a 
welcome and honored one in the household. 

This work of ministry was never more large and noble in its possibilities than 
at the present time. And so well has the art kept pace with the best progress of 
the day that the mani^ement of no serious case of illness is considered complete 
without the services of the trained nurse. 

And now in saying farewell, we wish you every success in your chosen field of 
work, and that you may adorn the profession which you have made your own by 
two years of honest, faithful toil.
